Star dated March 19 and 20, and 
1 appreciate the articles you car- 
ried referring to the Ouachita Riv- 
er Valley. I was particularly in- 
terested in your front page editor- 
ial column, paragraph No. 2. 


When the flood control projects 


In the Little Missouri Basin were 
authorized by the Congress August 
j|18, 1041, the total costs were esti- 


mated as follows: 


Little Missouri River 
$530,000 


Ozan Creek 
52,000 
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Tcrrc Noire Crock 
Narrows Reservoir 


123,700 


13,085,000 


To date, $33,500 has been expend- 


ed by the Corps of Engineers on 
the Little Missouri River, $12,450 
on the Ozan Crock, all of the $123,- 
700 has been expended on Tcrrc 
Noire Creek and all of the $13,- 
085,000 has been expended on the 


^•farrows 
Reservoir. 
completing 


these two projects. The work pro- 
posed lor the Little Missouri River 
and Ozan Creek was to snag out 
the log jams and mako some 
thirty-two cut-offs to shorten the 
length of 
thfc river and, thus, 


speed up stream flow. 


Subsequent studies by the Corps 


of Engineers added to the improve- 
ment features and- channel clear- 
ance costs have increased. The 


,££500,000 
appropriation 
request 


made by the Ouacbita River Val- 
ley Association for the 1953-1954 
fiscal year will not do the com- 
pleted job on cither the Little Mis- 
souri River or the Ozan Creek! 
but should put these projects well 
along toward completion and ma- 
terially 
help the drainage and, 


Hood control program in that area. 


It has been my job to implement 


the entire development program 
lor the Ouachita River Basin, and 
hhc Little Missouri project is just 
one of these features. As you pro- 
bably know, 
since the Narrows 


Dam has been in operation, there 
has been considerable 
complaint 


from the farm6rs living downstream 
from the clam—that the river was 
always up whenever they wanted 
to cross it to reach the farm lands 
on the other side of the stream, 
or to return to their homes, This 
situation could be remedied by 
leaning out some of the log jams 
and''maklng somovcut-offs 'to':Spee'd 
up the flow of the river.

judged by veteran observers here 
but packing a strong wallop at the 
Atomic Energy Commission's prov- 
ing ground 75 
miles 
northwest. 


fired over the Nevada desert at 5 
a. m. today. 


The Hash was less brilliant than 


cither of the two preceding shots 
of the spring test scries. The usual 
faslrlslng white cloud from the 
blr.st, almost always 
seen 
here, 


was not visible. And

wsve was felt here, also unusual.
